DISSENTING PROPOSAL 

Front the draft preamble in connection with the proposed delimitation of the consti¬ 
tuencies for Delhi Parliament and Delhi Metropolitan Council there appears that the 
authorities are going to be set aside the daily life activities of the residence of the 
following areas:— 

( 1 ) Rajinder Nagar 

( 2 ) Pahar Ganj 

( 3 ) Ram Nagar. 

The above these areas are being proposed to put in the Parliamentary constituency cf 
Karol Bagh. Whereas these areas in the existing Parliamentary Constituencies are portion 
of South Delhi and Sadar, Rajinder Nagar belongs to South Delhi Parliamentary Cons¬ 
tituency and Pahar Ganj and Ram Nagar as of Sadar, 

Whereas area comprised of Karam Pura and Sarai Rohilla is being taken to consti¬ 
tuency of Sadar (Parliamentary). Moreover Moti Nagar which at present is with South 
Delhi Parliamentary Constituency has also been proposed to be dividing in two parts. A 
portion of Moti Nagar municipal ward lying in between Najafgarh Road and meter 
gauge railway line, such as an area of Kirti Nagar Timber Market, Raj Dhani College 
and Factory area adjustment to Indian Oxygen Co. and Syivania Electric Co. 

( 2 ) Karam Pura and Sarai Rohilla areas as proposed by the authorities to be attached 
with Sadar Parliamentary Constituency, also desires consideration before any action in 
finalisation of the delimitation is taken. The first point for which consideration is 
required it is a fact that in the existing Karol Bagh Parliamentary Constituency, 
it forms a part of it. Whereas it is being put to Sadar Parliamentary Constituency, which 
by it, natural location it is very clear that it is adjest to Patel Nagar. Whereas these 
are also being divided, some portion of Sarai Rohilla such as Railway Quarters are being 
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kept with K. B. constituency. Moreover Mpl. wards Nos. 87 and 88 are being trans¬ 
ferred to Sadar Parliamentary Constituency. A constituency for Metropolitan Council, 
named as Sarai Rohilla also consists the areas following in between Old Rohtak Road and 
New Rohtak Road running upto Zakhira Charra Mandi Chowk. So Mpl. wards area of 
87 and 88 may not also be divided in two Parliamentary Constituencies keeping in view 
the interest of the Public. 

( 3 ) In the proposed K.B, p.c. I may also add that the area consisting of Madi Pur 
Mpl. ward while starting from Zakhira Mandi a road running to Nangoli North side of 
Zakhira upto Military Depot, Multan Nagar on it turn. Towards West side running along 
with Najafgarh drain upto its junction with Ring Road and upto Fire Centre of New Moti 
Nagar, may also be added with K.B. p.c. The primary point of its inclusion with K.B. 
constituency lies on the majority of the population relating to the SC. Since K.B. p.c. 
is being kept as reserved constituency and these people of the constituency at least be of 
the caste for Which reservation is being made. 

If the authorities agreed to the proposal sliding in brief will not distribution the popu¬ 
lation factor already determining and to the proposed is somewhat the same except 
with nominal margined adjustment. A copy showing the number of population with the 
proposed amendment is enclosed herewith ready reference and thus request to tbi* 
authorities to acceed to the proposal keeping in view of the Public Interests.
